l f aa d I met with Messrs. 

D. B. Fugate, John E. Harwood, ndW.S, G. Britton of the Virginia Department of 
Highways to discuta the traffic congestion n the Virgin* side of Chain Bridge and the 
traffic congestion on Route 123 sx dm entrance to dm CIA Headquarters Building. 

2. Mr . Fugate, the Commissioner of the Virginia Department of Highways, and 
hie stall are eatirely familiar with the Chain Bridge situation. They had a copy of the 
scheme which w» had suggested for the creation of a right -torn lane to Route 123 from 
Route 120 tad tttied they estimate d the proposed work would cost in excess of $100, 000, 
not including the acquisition cost of private property necessary to accomplish the work. 
This, they fait, was an excessive price to pay for a partial solution to the problem . 

When pressed for their aoiutlee, they talked of the proposed ” Arizona Avenue” Bridge, 
admittjqr*at it was years sway and that the bridge (when built) would not join the 
OeeegW Washington Memorial Parkway and, therefore, would not ha much relief for traf- 
fic going to CIA. A second alternative (an entirely new scheme) would require construc- 
tion oi a new read between existing Route 123 south or east of the George Washington 
Memorial Fkxkway fetirchaage and halfway to the Fairfax County/Ariington County line 
to a point is ArH(*ton C ounty at the top of the Glebe Road hill near the Military Road 
intersects*. The new road would cross under the present George Washington Memorial 
flasfcpay Bridge which crosses Pfaamit Run (Attachment 1). It was quickly agreed that 
iids pwppri. presented many additional problems and no relief for our outbound traffic 
from ifiMwest Washington crossing Chain Bridge . 

3 . Mr. FU0NS agreed to explore all means by which the Route 123 entrance to 
die Trowbridge property could be relocated much further up fee Route 123 hill . An ease- 
ment across other private property to fee west of Mr. Trowbridge's property, If possible.

would materially reduce the amount of retaining wall aad expensive work Is our sug gested 
scheme. Mr. Fugate will have his resident engineer make the investigation as quickly as 

possible. 

4 . The recent Fairfax County proposal (Attachment 2) was considered to have 
some merit . This was ha tad on the fact that area though there had been some diic8Mioa > 
ht 1957 and 1959 about as overpaaa or underpaaa at oar entrance from Route 123, there 
waa nothing in the Virginia Highway Department's plans (present or near future) to pro- 
vide such features. Mr. Fugate requested prints of Attachment 2 in order that his reai- 
dett engineer (Mr. Brett) could investigate the extension of holding lam for left -turn 
traffic from Route 123 onto C h ai n Bridge Road. The discussion them moved late funding 
aspects and other means by which CIA could help in solving the problem at the Route 123 
entrance, ft was Indicated by Mr. Fugate that wa might consider eee of “access to 
Defense instalistjoes” legislation in this instame. We will explore this. 

5. Mr . Fugate wa* most sympathetic with our position aad quite generous with 
bia time. He stressed, however, that approximately 50 percent of tbs Virginia Hig hway 
Department’s funds come from State appropriations and that he, therefore, could not 
predict when specific projects would go forward.
